I T IS EXPECTED THAT BY THE END 

of next year the number of motor vehicles in 
British Columbia will run into six figures.

BERLIN 8 WHITE LADY * 


* appeared again im ihe former imperial palace at 
Berlin, and superstitious Germans are saying that this 
foretells the early death of ei-Keiser Wilhelm. 

This “white lady” is the ancestral ghost of^he 
Hohenzollerns. Ever since ^806 she has flitted inlo 
view on the eve of ditasler. Her appearance, legend 
•ays, is always followed by some catastrophe—death 
or something else. Wilhelm, it is said. saW her a 
few days before the final .rumbling of the German 
lines in 1918 compelled him to abdicate his throne 
and flee to Holland. 

Now she is seen again. The old Imperial palace 
is a museum, and a night watchman affirms that the 
spectre was seen by him gliding in and out of the 
suite formerly occupied by Wilhelm himself—which 
makes it obvious that whatever happens will happen 
to Wilhelm and not to a lesser Hohenzollern. 

Wilhelm, for all we know, may be quite un- 
worried by all this: indeed, the man who used 
to be the kaiser is. in some way. In a rather en¬ 
viable position. Nothing that cm happen to him— 
not even death—can be much of a misfortune for 
him When November If of 19Id came and 
found him roosting in uneasy safety across the Dutch 
border, his life had really come to an end. Any 
subsequent event was Bound to be an anti-climax. 

For Wilhelm, born under an unlucky star, lived 
too long. In bis life he came to be a symbol for 
an outworn system. He was the supreme figure¬ 
head and earthly representative of an archaic idea— 
the idea of divine kingship. That idea, along with 
much other rubbnh accumulated by the centuries, was 
blown to bits by the guns on the western front. When 
it vanished, Wilhelm, too. had vanished. 

— The flesh and bones of him still exist, of course. - 
A grey-haired old.man with a withered arm has con¬ 
tinued to eat. walk and sleep at Doom, emitting pro¬ 
tests. complaints and explanations ever so often; but 
the real man—the imperial war lord who held fleets 
and armies in his hand—.died with his soldiers in 
France and Flanders—along.the Hindenburg line. 
The shadow still hangs on. but its existence is impor¬ 
tant to no one—not even to Wilhelm. 

It is the fate of most of us to be symbols of 
something, outside ourselves. Our lives attain co¬ 
herence and nobility only when we identify ourselves 
with some force oi movement in which others may 
nSTreT Wilhelm of Germany'was" supremely unlucky 
in,that he tied-himself to ■ thing that was doomed 
to die. The world advanced beyond the idea that he. 

embodied, and be died-with-it.. ——-

He l* eighty-nine years old now. and the' columns of 
space given hla birthday by the dally papera testify to 
the power of his name as a symbol 

The name. Rockefelhw. ha* almost ceased to mean 
aa lhdlVlduaL with, human Hkea. desires and frailties. 
For more than a generation it has stood for great 
wealth; when we hear It we think. In pasting, of a 
spare, slightly withered old maifc—but most of all we 
-think of a mighty fortune. TO all intents and pur¬ 
poses. no man can go higher along the path of getting 
money than Rockefeller has gone 

That is quite proper; for Rockefeller was- supremely 
typical of the era ln which he rose to power Future 
generations will flnxi in the story of hts life a ver* 

■ Adequate history of the customs, morals, conditions 
and ideals .n th* great added Age. 

Rockefeller began life aa a poor mans son—* very 
poor man s aon He started his csreer as a clerk on 
starvation wage* From the beginning he knew wha t 
- -he swahJtert;-every »ct of «** was devotsfd to gam¬ 
ing id* end' His climb began slowly, then gathered 
momentum rapidly; a dl«y rush upward followed. In 
which competitors avre ruthlessly wrecked sbaorbed. 
white the Rockefeller fortune became a va*t. overshadow¬ 
ing giant, holding almost unlimited power over money 
and men. w . . . 

Many roe» admired him; many more hated him. 
And this hatred aroae not ao mueh from a dislike of 
business methods ka from a dim. stibrtmacloiis sort 
of feeling that no one man ou«h' tn have so much 
power Democracy, that began aa a nation of farmers 
and woodsmen, hail developed Into a nation of Industry 
and finance. Rockefeller saw the Implication, before

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A TALK ABOUT LICHENS—BY ROBERT CONNELL 


I N ope of the pleasant essays of a bygone 
writer. Dr Audrew Wilson, he speaks of the 
debt of artists to Nature for the “effects 
of green and grey and neutral tints they 
loee to show on ruined tower, on stone fence 
and on ptill-roof and wall,'* and he asks: “What 
. would the artist do without the lower forms of 
plant ltfe?“ He Is describing a Summer day. . 
but with us on Vancouver Island the colors he 
refers to are to be Touhd in the Winter rather 
than In the Summer, for most of the lower 
plants require for their development a plenti¬ 
ful supply of water 

His words suggest that the Great Artist is 
Nature herself, and that It is the -resources pf_ 
her palette that, through color sense and Imagina¬ 
tion. are Interpreted for us by human artists 
For It Is surprising how blind and Insensitive 
we are to the beauties of Nature till they 
are recreated for -tag by the p ai n te r and the. 
poet The artietl “palette" ib the oval or oblong. 


plate of wood on which he lays out and mixes 
___the various colors he Intends to use in paint¬ 
ing s picture, but the word Is also used for the 
colors themselves taken as a whole, a certain 
set of colors being generally characteristic of 
a particular 'painter Nature's palettels. then, the 
colors or colored substances w|th which she 
paints the earth. Thus there Is one palette of 
Spring and anotfier of Autumn, one palette of 
the northern tundra and another of the tropi¬ 
cal forest. 

THE LICHEN FI ZZLE 

Of the lowly plants which compose so large 
" Py* Nature s W1 nter palet ts, here the lichens 
• ere the most remarkable, as they are also the 
most widespread. They have a greater range of 
colors than the mows; on the one hand, and 
cover wider surfaces than the fungi, on the other 
. buy li .Is their c h a r acter, as welt as their display 
that makes them noteworthy To the earnest 


botanists who undertook their study lichens were 
looked upon as “mosses." and the first to place 
them In a class by themselves was a Scotsman. 
John Morlson, who. in the tradition of the time, 
was both medical man and gardener In a 
treatise on botany published In 1669 he puts 
them under the heading “moss-fungus,” and 
distinguishes them from jnosses. alga** and liver¬ 
worts In 1700 a French botanist, Toumefort. 
established the genua Lichen. The number of 
lichen species then grew under the observation 
of a succession of plant students, but It was 
not' until early In the nineteenth century that 
the method of reproduction was approximately 
understood, and to a Swedish botanist we owe 
many of the technical terms still In use. This 
was Dr. Acharius. who made the remarkable ad¬ 
vance of putting the lichens In a distinct order 
by themselves Still, however, the true nature 
of lichens was unknown, and remained 90 ujHIL 
in 1887. Dr Brhwendener proved that they were 


compound of two distinct classes of plauta. The . 
puzzling resemblances between lichens and fungi, 
and between the supposed “spores" and certain 
algae, were at last explained, and. although even 
thirty years later Bennett and MuVray could aay 
that there were still those who were “unable to 
shake off the traditions of their study" and 
“clung to the old view of the Independent nature- 
of lichens," the lichen was definitely proved to 
be a combination of two distinct organisms In 
'one plant form, a fungus and an alga Both 
are capable of separate life, but the fungus only 
for a brief period, since It la entirely dependent 
on the alga—the working partner, ao to speak. 

THE HEARD MORN AND ITS 
CO-OPKRATI\ K HY8TEM 

A familiar example of lichen U the so-called 
‘•‘beard moss." which trails downward from the 
branches of our forest trees Its grey-green color 
and thread-like texture gives s peculiar appearance 


to the woods where It Is plentiful, softening the 
formality of the firs and modifying the dark hue 
of the foliage When examined the threads are 
found to be much-branched and. when mature, 
to have among them round, disk-shaped bodies. 
In these,are immersed the spore-bearing organs 
of the fungus member of the lichen The green 
color Is due to the presence of many small, green, 
oue-celled plants -within the walls of the fila- 
rheuU. These are algae of the same genus as 
those which form the damp green coating on old 
fences and trees at thin season, and, like them, 
they multiply, though more slowly, by division 
They are so small' that jven when magnified 500 
times they may appear only a quarter of an 
Inch In diameter. 

* The lljye green plants thus burled in the 
walla of the beard moss ora as actively engaged 
in the manufacture _q|. food as are the larger 
plants or our forests, fields and gardens They 
have the same power by retaon of tTWIr green 


coloring matter, of breaking down carbon dioxide 
and water and building up sugar and starch. 
From their fungus companion they receive, in 
return for these commodities, nitrogen, the funda¬ 
mental essential of protoplasm, the “physical basis 
of life “ It has been shown, indeed, that even 
in the absence of light or air. of both, the little 
algae go oh making their carbon compounds from 
the waste product* of the fungus. 

This double life of the beard moss la a very 
lntimute form of what scientists call “sym-. 
bios is." a relationship of two organisms with mu¬ 
tual benefit. Wherever, then, we see it or other 
lichens we are In* the presence of this co-partner¬ 
ship principle, and we should have great difficulty 
In not being in Its presence, since lichens are 
among, the most widespread plant*, ranging from 
the seashore to the mountain summits, ami front 
the tropica to the polar regions. Of thelf con¬

An additional three 
days found us at Methy Portage Two days later 
.the first brigade arrived and the situation was 
thus neatly saved. 

I sent in a full report to headquarters, upon 
which "the powers that be." so far from finding 
fault, gave me two promotions instead of one. 
rewarding Mr Traill, also, with one promotion for 
backing me up. 

I remained In charge of Fort Me Murray and 
the. transport at Methy Portage until March 1. 


' I looked up. The clerk In charge, with his 
whole flock—men, women and children—stood on

Just before reaching the lake we came upon 
a splendid caribou stag lying down. I shot him 
before he could get out of range, and be proved 
one of the finest specimens I ever saw. Caribou 
were plentiful on this mountain, which is ex¬ 
tensive both in length and breadth. It la t apped 
by a muskeg plain. Jackpine here and there and 
the lake Just mentioned. 

While at Vermilion I made two Spring trips 
which I think were the hardest and most 
dangerous I have ever undertaken in the North 
Country. 

The first was in the Spring of 1884. X left 


trade I engaged from among them three hunters 
for the post and a couple of their young men 
ss meat haulers. Within a week they were bring¬ 
ing in freah meat, while the regular work of the 
post—chiefly the building of new boats—went on 
uninterruptedly. 

In my time at Vermilion we grew all the 
potatoes and vegetables required for our own use. 
besides a quantity of barley Intended mainly for 
the Summer boat service. Thl* we ground In a 
horse-power mill. At both the Anglican Mission, 
a m^e or so below the fort, and the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Mission, a few hundred yards above It. they 
always grew plenty of vegetables 


I found when I arrived at Vermilion affairs 
ibare badly demoralised With thirty-five souls 
to feed, nothing remained In the fort but a 
little barley. Next morning I went out with five 
men and showed them how to hunt beaver In 
the Wintertime. Of the five we killed that day. 
I sent four to the fort. In the three days I 
remained to hunt we got sixty-four of 'the ani¬ 
mal*. This, with the moose killed by Keewatln. 
gave ua a good start I next sent for the Beaver 
Indians ramped at Hay River, four days’ Journey 
away. and. while I remained In charge, or until 
September. IBM. we always had a plentiful supply 
of fresh meat at Fort Vermilion. 


"This." I informed them, when at laet I had 
recovered my speech. "Is the first time X ever 
saw a flock of pelicans In Winter watching for 
fish from tbs bank of a river." 


N 1871 the Roman Catholic missionaries 
Lac la Biche started to rut a cart road to 
Fort McMurray. but. after spending $1.10* 
abandoned tl*« project. 

The following year a party under a Hud- 
s Bay offtcer waa sent from Lac la Biche to 
nine this road He reached McMurray with 
loss of nearly all his horse* and reported the 
te Impossible In the Summer of 1873 I was 
ructed to try to complete the road. I knew 
•mild not be done and refused, but offered 
>pen a way to the Saskatchewan if the matter 
left to my discretion. 


After a hasty meal I laft for Fort Vermilion, 
fifty mile# above. About hall way I came upon 
the camp of a Wood Cree Indian. I knew him 
to be a good hunter, though of an awkward 
temper, but very susceptible to flattery. After 
another meal witb him.

When, at times wading and again 
swimming. I at length reached It and safety, 
no one with ague ever shook harder than did I 
after my ducking. 

We cleared aw *7 the snow and mode a com¬ 
fortable camp, and here we remained for five 
days before we couM reoccupy the bouses Out 
of thirty-seven oxen used for tbe transport service, 
one only escaped The rest were drowned. 

The lack of these oxen would upset the whole 
transport arrangement* and cause an immense 
loss in time and money. I therefore determined 
to have them replaced. If possible, without de¬ 
laying to unwind a lot of red tape through re¬ 
porting to headquarters and awaiting instruc¬ 
tion* Taking four men. each with his blanket 
and gun on hie back. I made a bee-line for Lac 
la Biche. the nearest post ln the Saskatchewan 
district Here I found one of our old officers. 
W *. Traill. In charge, and, with his assistance, 
bought every available horse or ox capable of 
hauling a cart and started for home with my 
purchases

C ONTRARY to popular belief, the Equator 
is a delightful Summer resort Such is 
the revolution of Carveth Wells, a British 
explorer who has returned to New York 
Irom Central Africa, where be has been 
for' thrf« months ns a member of the Manser ex; 
pcdltlon to the Mountains of the Moon, sent by 
the Chicago Orographic Society. j 

The climate of equatorial Africa Is as delight¬ 
ful as that of Bermuda.'* he declared. “It Is 
temperate the whole year round. The greatest 
dlacom/PXt we hsg was from snow and hail¬ 
storms but even when our feet were being 
chilled by the snow we were compelled to wear 
sun helmets apd spine-pads to prevent sun- . 
stroke '* 

The Mountains of the Moon, which the 
Massee expedition set out to explore, were well 
known to the ancients. Ptolemy mentioned them^ 
in his geography, but until twenty years ago 
scientists have algrays disputed their, existence ' 
It was impossible. It was said, for snow-capped 
mountains to exist on the Equator. Even when 
Stanley. In 1888, said that he had seen them, the 
scientific world was Incredulous

The cause of this mystery, said Mr Wells.

Heather, which flourishes on the 
moors of Scotland to a height of nine Inches 
or a foot, grows there fifty feet high Groundsel, 
beloved of canaries, grows to twenty feet. Parsley 
grows nine feet high, and Mr Wells found lobelias 
, In the snow ten feet In height. At the Equator, 
too. one can have strawberries and cream all the 
year round, though there are no Aiammoth straw¬ 


berries. Every kind of fruit that grows in the 
United States may be found bn the Equator, says 
Mr. Wells. 

NATIVES PRACTICE WITCHCRAFT 

But It is not only* for their flora that these 
.^mountains are remarkable. They are distinguished 
fUso for tbe quality of the witchcraft practiced 
♦by the natives With the expedition traveled a 
medicine man. who took complete control of 
weather conditions. It Is nearly always foggy 
in the mountains, but the Massee medicine man 
looked after that: Every morning before camp 
waa struck the medicine man would emerge from 
his tent squat on a rock and play upon his 
flute Within a quarter of an hour—sixteen 
minutes at the outside—the sun would emerge 
from the murk which obscured It and the ex¬ 
pedition would accordingly start Half of the 
time, said Mr. Weil*, the • weather wizard** was 
successful in his ministration.* Mr Wells was 
so greatly Impressed by the possibilities of the 
medicine man’s control of the weather that he 
haa brought the bakonjo. the magic flute, back 
with him! 

INDIANS WHO DISTRUST MANKIND 

Tha Bert Indiana, who make their home on 
Tiburon Island, fh the Gulf of California, seven*-^ 
teen miles from the coast of the Mexican State 
of Sonora, are rapidly becoming extinct. Tiburon 
. Island and Its savage inhabitant* have long been 
bywords of horror for sailors The Indians are 
reputed to be cannibals, and It is said that the 
few white people or Indians of other tribes who 
went to the island never left it. The popular 
opinion has been that these visitors were killed 
and used for food by the ferocious Islanders It 
has long been known that these people have 
. a fear and hatred toward all other human 
beings._ - 

But. these Indians, who are perhaps the least 
known of any ^ of the Indian tribes on the 
Amcrtcan cpmmentrar# fast reaching The vanish- 
Hi* point. Only a. more handful of. them survive 
of the several hundreds who Inhabited the Island 
For nearly 400 year' according‘To ’'Colonef C 
J. Velarde, native Mexican author and authority 
on Indian lore, t hf Sen* have been continually 
at war with tfyrfr neighbors The result ha* 
been that, from a populous tribe a century or 
two ago. there are left slightly more than 350. 
of whom only about fifty are adult males or 
warriors >• 


A FINE BUT SECLUDED RACK 

Tbe ijhlef characteristic of the Berts is their 
complete isolation in contact, thought and custom 
with the outside world. Tbe result of this age¬ 
long seclusion. Colonel Velarde points out. has 
been an hereditary hatred .towards all other 
hVunans. Hence the repeated tales of cannibalism 
seem to have foundation. The closest neigh¬ 
bors of these Indians look upon them 'as crea¬ 
tures from another world. Upon rare occasions 
some of the men of the tribe have visited the 
Slate of 8onora and bartered gold dust for 
sarapes 4blankets!. The Serls pride themselves 
upon being closely akin to the animals they 
worship. 8rrl men and women, ssys Colonel Ve¬ 
larde. are of slender physique with fine chesta. 
slender but sinewy limbs, and are erect in car¬ 
riage. vigorous In movement and are remarkable 
for their swiftness and endurance. The women 
indulge in fantastic symbolic face painting Poly¬ 
gamy rules. . They look upon a conjugal union 
with one of another race as the blackeet of all 
crimes. 

Por centuries the Bens have successfully re¬ 
pulsed Spanish. Mexican and American invasion. 
They worship numerous gods, moat prominent 
among which are the peltcan. turtle, moon and 
sun. The few who have met them in .battle 
declare lhat the 8erl warriors fight with tooth 
and nail,- and these weapons are more dreaded 
than their clubs, spears and poisoned arrows 
Their favorite method of attack is ambuscade 
The vtciousneas of the 8erta is. perhaps, trace¬ 
able to the climate of tbelr island home During 
the Rummer the temperatures frequently range 
between 160 and 160 Fahrenheit In the sun It 
seldom rains on the island and Immediate vicinity, 
and droughts have been known to last for ten

The medicine 
min runs tbe sharp knife tpto the left breast 
of the man In front of him and makes a Ions, 
deep gash Then be pulls ft out and tflik i 
s similar gash about an Inch and a half from 
the first one Now he runs the knife under th«* 
flesh between the two g as hes . and while he boW* - 
his finger in the connecting hole be reaches 
down wlUiJbs other and picks up a stout raw¬ 
hide thong about three feet long and draws it 
through the hole. He then ties tbe flesh up 
tightly and with his knife repeats the operation 
on the right breast, using the other end of tha 
thong to tie It up When this is done, the young 
man, who ha* not yet uttered a sound, has 
one rawhide thong ‘sewed* Into his chest at 
both ends. The medicine man now takes a 
heavier thong, many feet long, and tie* on* 
end to the thong in tha y o u n g nun ’s chea t 
and the other to the Sun Dance Pole. Now 
the young aspiring brave begins, his dance As 
tha drums boom to the singing of the Sun Dance 
song, tha young man dances and Jerk* upon the 
long thong, trying to pull out the flesh which 
It hold* and free himself He dances on and on.

On the 
dogwood next year s buds are already purpllah- 
unged green buttons, and around some the floral 
bracta, as yet very tiny, are white The elder 
berry buds' are large and conspicuous with their 
dark red outer coverings, and at the baae of 
each are two much smaller buds, oppdslte each 
other, as the larger one* are Thu* is Nature 
' prepared 

The road alowly rise* and at the top la quite 
a little educational centre. On the right Is a- 
public school and on the left Queen Margarets 
School, and a little further on along the Oib- 
bin* Road iwhich I now take) a boys’ “grammar 
school.” From the first two. at the corner, there 
is a fin# view Of Mount Prevo«t, which, as 
' everyone knows, dominates tbe Duncan landscape 
till you reach Quamlchan and come under the 
spell of Tzouhalem‘s cliffs. The summit of Pre- 
vost shows a’ littte sprinkling of snow and about 
Its shoulders there la a delicate shawl of tenuous 
cloud.

The Gtbblns Road runs along the centre of 
the. Cowicban Valley and the north side of the 
Cowlchan River for a distance of about ten • 
mile*. During the whole of this distance It 
oply rises to an elevation of less than 300 feet 
at its highest point Fortunately, from the stand¬ 
point of interest, it is by no means either level 
or straight, and the.forest through which It passe s 
is brofceiY all The’ w a r atong- by ’open intervale 
and occasional fa rms 

—Prom thf ifft iMMt «clv»i Uvm -iL* long slope 
trv th e s u mmit of a g r a vel l y r id ge , a nd -at. ih* 
point where this 1* crossed there Is on ea$h side 
a hillock lightly covered with tree* The one 
on the left is worked by the Corporation of Dun¬ 
can os a sand pit I went in to see the character 
of It and found it to const** of weil-bedded ma¬ 
terials with th e upper beds dipping steeply to the 
east. These peculiar hillocks with their forward 
and backward slojw* are worthy of more atten¬ 
tion than l was able to give them They would 
Mam to he relics of the delta built up by ihe 
earlier Cowicban River, which proceeded from the 
lee as if retreated with the drawing to a close 
of the last glaciation Indeed, all this district 
Is singularly reminiscent of Col wood At this 
pa ft of the road I was delighted to see an 
abundance of birds. Some of these were cheat* 
nut-baiked chl< kxdeos with their inseparable 
Winter companion*: gcW-erownFd kinglets But 
more numerous still were small birds in flocks 
high up in the traeteps or In the air and quite 
beyond clear vision with tha- pnaidad eye. From 
their size and manner of flight I took them 
to be pine siskins With them were robin*, tow- 
)*•*. flickers and blue Jay*. There were farm- 
hmmro In the vicinity and probably some kind 
of food about them attracted all these birds, 
for at no other place along my miles of road 
did I see more than a pair of birds at a time, 
and then only once

What I had Intended to ask waa whether It 
ran 'TftW somsuos Lake, not "out of " So easy 
la it to earn the reputation of a fool, and so 
much easier to be accounted wise by looking 
so and keeping one's mouth shut.

It runs into the Cowlchan River -from 
the foot of Mount Provost. ^ 

So. duly chastened in spirit. I pressed on. 
The forest tree* were chungtng Young hemlock 
and balsam ftr filled the space between the 
aged Douglas firs, and little or no cedar was 
to be seen Farms were fearer In this somewhat 
rugged country. Then came a clearing where, 
among the blackened stumps of second-growth 
tree*, the rkelefpns of flreweed stood pale and 
lender. Beyond this and on the right is a two- 
story farmhouse and a farm, largely given over 
to poultry raising. itT Would seem from the build¬ 
ings.

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H.G. Wells Speaks Again; 
He Sends An Oxford Grad 
Out AmongWild Cannibals

F OR some year* H. O. Weils has been writ¬ 
ing stories that wearied his readers be- 
'cause they were light in plot and heavy 
with Wellsian tafk on Thiugs In general. 
The talk was usually put into the. mouth 
of the chief character. William CUsoold. for ex¬ 
ample. but if the movements of the hero of the 
story were the movements of a Cllssold. the 
voice was always the voice of Wells. 

N*ow social propaganda of even a* active n 
mtncL ms That "Which seethes within the skull of 
Wells becomes very tiresome after you have It 
thrust upon you tn half a dozen books which 
purport to be novels I have no .doubt whujtover 
that this disgust of the public towards a former 
favorite has been evident In a steady decline in 
the sales of hto books, a falling-off that has been 
alarming both to his publishers and to him¬ 
self. 

■* Of course. Mr Wells is a wealthy man; the 

enormous sale of his “Outline of History" alone 
vnust have made him independent. He does not 
need to write for money, but we imagine that 
his amour propre demands that he ahould have 
a large audience Realizing, therefore, that lar^e 
doses of propaganda and prophecy have alienated 
ius former admirers. Mr Wells has reverted to his 
earlier manner and has given us In his new book

It 
seems inconsistent that they should allow him 
to go in search of the giant sloth, the habitat 
of which was beyond their borders The reader 
imagines that Bleuworthy will give his com¬ 
panions.

told - Leon Daudet as early as 1804 that he Vas 
convinced Dreyfus was innocent, he went on no 
crusade Tor abstract liberty. It was not until 
three years later, when a number. of able men 
had enlisted In the cause and had certain docu¬ 
ments and admissions, tbit Zoln exclaimed: ’"It 
Is stupendous It is the highest drama'” And 
then, having no book to prepare at that mo¬ 
ment. he drew himself, at mxty. into the 
tumult. 

The Dreyfus cose to the best modern example 
Of What the military can do to the right* of 
an Individual In the name- of patriotism. It af¬ 
fords to-day a wonderful study in mob psychology 
and fear Mr. Jasephaon has told It dramatically, 
and this part of the book reads like a mystery 
story, like a melodrama. It made of, Zola a 
great national hero, whose ashes could be placed 
In the Pantheon. 

But Zola had other picturesque qualities He 
stands jjp-day as the great representative of 
naturalism, although, as a matter of fact, ho 
adapted the work of other men and. at a later 
stage In his life, repudiated It. He was. after all. 
a great romantic and a great preacher. No man 
of such vitality as his could write mere objective 
realism. The Individual was bound to transcend ' 
the method. ' _ 

Mr Joaephson has told this part of the story 
much as he has described the evenu in the Drey¬ 
fus cose, so that the impression of drama and 
action remains with the reader The author has 
made the most of his material to construct a 
biography which shall never be dull for a mo¬ 
ment. Thus even the “conception and gesta¬ 
tion of an epic” becomes almost as dramatic as 
Napoleon, at Lodi And with the keenness of 
ft Journalist rajhcr Than a critic of literature. 
Mr Joaephson has made the most of Zola fat and 
Zola lean.
